To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  P^eport  for  1969. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  population  at  mid-year  1969 
was  31,510  an  increase  of  870  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  514  births  and  32!  deaths  compared 
with  563  births  and  326  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
the  district  of  15.6  compares  with  a national  birth  rate  of  16.3  per 
1,000  population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.7  compares  with  a 
national  death  rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  population. 

Once  again  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  were  the 
major  cause  of  death.  Of  these,  ischaemic  heart  disease  was  the 
greatest  single  cause  and  accounted  for  39.5%  of  deaths  during  the 
year  from  all  causes.  Of  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasms,  the  second 
major  cause  of  death,  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  the  commonest 
sites  of  origin.  During  the  year  there  were  seven  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age. 

A variety  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  but 
none  indicated  a significant  outbreak. 

Water  supplied  by  water  undertakings  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
in  quantity  and  quality.  The  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  indi- 
cates however,  that  a great  deal  of  help  Is  still  being  given  in  investi- 
gating private  supplies,  and,  where  these  are  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory, in  advising  on  how  they  can  be  improved. 

Work  on  sewerage  schemes  during  the  year  saw  the  completion 
of  the  scheme  for  Lockington  and  Lund,  the  receipt  from  the  Ministry 
of  approval  of  the  scheme  for  Swanland  and  North  Ferriby,  and 
submission  to  the  Ministry,  of  reports  on  the  schemes  for  Branting- 
ham,  Ellerker,  Beswick,  Kilnwick  and  Arram. 
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Steady  progress  continued  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses,  eight  being 
dealt  with  under  slum  clearance  procedure,  four  by  demolition  order 
and  five  by  closing  orders. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  for  their  constant  interest 
and  support.

Once  every  two  or  three  months  this  Co-ordinating  Committee, 
under  the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Beverley  to  co- 
ordinate the  work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are 
the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s

WATER  SUPPLY 

Mains  water  was  supplied  by  two  statutory  Water  Undertakings  and 
one  private  Estate  Company.

All  mains  water  was  chlorinated  at  source.  One  sample  from  each 
of  the  six  main  sources  and  village  supplies  was  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  ail  results  were  satifactory.  Details  are  set  out  In  the 
table. 


Twenty-eight  samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for  Bacterio- 
logical Examination,  13  being  from  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 
Water  Board  area  of  supply,  7 from  Hull  Corporation  area  of  supply, 
4 from  the  Dalton  Holme  supply  and  4 from  the  Welton  village 
supply.  All  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Further  investigations  were  made  concerning  the  water  supply  at 
Broadgate  Hospital  and  during  the  year  23  samples  out  of  192  sub- 
mitted for  Bacteriological  Examination  proved  unsatisfactory. 

The  supply  system  has  now  been  amended  to  exclude  the  storage 
tanks  in  the  roof  of  the  main  building  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
all  samples  taken  proved  satisfactory. 
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187  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  126  private  bores  and 
of  these,  29  samples  taken  from  17  bores  proved  unsatisfactory.  As  a 
result  of  informal  action  5 houses  were  afforded  a mains  supply  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  3 further  properties  to  be  con- 
nected. Works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  a number  of 
bores. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  and  there  is  no 
liability  to  plumbo-solvency. 

The  second  table  sets  out  the  numbers  of  houses  and  the  popula- 
tion served  by  the  various  categories  of  water  supply.  It  will  be  seen 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  217  houses  (2.05%)  were  dependent 
on  other  than  mains  supplies.  This  figure  compares  with  668  houses 
(9.93%)  in  1959  and  1,179  houses  (21.76%)  in  1949. 

56  samples  from  South  Hunsley  School  swimming  pool  were  sub- 
mitted for  Bacteriological  Examination  of  which  2 were  unsatisfactory 
owing  to  a temporary  fault  in  the  chlorination  plant.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Existing  sewers  and  disposal  works  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 

In  the  villages  of  Lockington  and  Lund  work  was  completed  on  the 
laying  of  house  connections. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  authorised  the 
Council  to  obtain  tenders  for  the  Swanland  and  North  Ferriby 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  it  is  anticipated  work  will  commence  early  In 
the  1970s. 

Reports  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  on  the  need,  from  a health 
point  of  view,  of  providing  sewerage  facilities  in  Ellerker,  Branting- 
ham,  Beswick,  Kilnwick  and  Arram. 
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A number  of  disposal  works  are  overloaded  due  to  the  numbers  of 
new  houses  which  have  been  built  in  recent  years  and  a scheme  for 
the  extension  of  the  works  at  Molescroft  is  being  prepared. 

Difficulties  arising  from  defective  and  blocked  drains  have  all  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal  action.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District  was 
41,  three  of  these  having  been  registered  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Four  slaughterhouses  attached  to  butchers  shops  continued  to 
operate  during  the  year  but  compared  v/ith  last  year  there  was  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals  killed. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  and  the  results  are  shown  on  the 
accompanying  table. 

Licences  were  issued  to  2!  slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  District. 

Inspections  of  food  was  carried  out  at  food  premises  during  routine 
visits  and  on  receipt  of  complaints  and  condemnations  were  made 
where  appropriate.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Seven  visits  v/ere  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of  which 
are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey  and  conditions  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Nineteen  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  brought  to  my 
notice  and  a total  of  53  faecal  samples  were  taken. 

Of  the  29  samples  taken  from  suspected  cases,  6 (from  two  patients) 
were  positive  whilst  all  the  24  samples  taken  from  contacts  were 
negative.  No  probable  causes  of  Infection  were  found. 

In  December  an  outbreak  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  occurred 
in  a herd  of  cattle,  a high  proportion  of  the  milk  being  sold  retail 
without  heat  treatment.  The  farmer  concerned  agreed  voluntarily  to 
have  all  milk  pasteurised  until  the  herd  was  declared  free  from 
infection. 
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HOUSING 


Eight  houses  in  Cowgate,  Welton,  were  included  in  a Clearance  Area 
and  the  Council  decided  to  compulsorily  purchase  these  together 
with  one  additional  house  and  an  area  of  land  to  the  rear  of  the  site. 
In  addition,  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  4 houses  and 
Closing  Orders  in  respect  of  5 houses.  Three  houses  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders,  one  house  subject  to  a Closing  Order  and  one 
house  in  a Clearance  Area  were  demolished. 

Thirteen  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  6 families  being  re- 
housed by  the  Council. 

To  date  641  houses  have  been  dealt  with  formally  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  and  of  these,  357  have  been  demolished,  89 
improved,  ! 18  closed,  leaving  77  occupied,  of  which  34  are  occupied 
by  elderly  people  who,  in  all  probability,  v/ili  not  be  disturbed.  In 
addition,  informal  action  has  resulted  in  the  improvement  of  390 
houses  and  the  demolition  of  ! ! houses. 

Four  one  bedroom  flats  at  Newbald  together  with  four  one  bed- 
room flats  and  two  three  bedroom  houses  at  Walkington  were 
constructed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  The  Council  purchased  a 
bungalow  in  South  Cave  to  rehouse  a family  with  special  need. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  32 
dwellings  and  for  Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of  13  dwellings. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Four  Provisional  Qualifcation  Certificates  were  issued  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1969. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

During  the  year,  4!  visits  and  inspections  were  made,  and  premises 
were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Only  verbal  requests  were 
found  to  be  necessary  to  occupiers  of  premises  newly  registered 
under  the  Act,  and  these  were  mainly  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
thermometers,  O.S.R.  9B  booklets  and  first-aid  boxes. 

Three  accidents  were  notified  and  two  of  these  were  investigated, 
but  in  neither  case  was  the  management  found  to  be  at  fault  and  no 
formal  action  was  taken.  However,  one  investigation  resulted  in  a 
second  handrail  being  provided  to  a staircase  in  a large  supermarket. 

Genera!  inspections  are  usually  made  in  conjunction  with  visits 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  (Genera!)  Regulations,  I960,  where  appro- 
priate, and  other  premises  are  inspected  every  two  to  three  years 
unless  a special  visit  is  deemed  necessary. 

All  premises  within  the  district  registered  under  the  Act  have  now 
received  general  inspections.

NUISANCES

All  these  complaints  were  investigated  and  informal  action  was 
taken  where  necessary. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Delivery  of  a 35  cub.  yd.  vehicle  was  taken  in  February  and  after  that 
date  the  fleet  comprised  three  35  cub.  yd.  and  four  25  cub.  yd. 
vehicles  with  a 25  cub.  yd.  vehicle  as  standby. 

The  Safari  collection  service  from  isolated  properties  continued  to 
work  well  whilst  each  of  the  other  six  vehicles  and  crews  maintained 
a satisfactory  service  in  their  respective  areas  of  collection.  From 
time  to  time,  however,  some  difficulties  were  experienced  due  to 
sickness  and  it  was  necessary  to  work  overtime. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10,187  houses  were  receiving  a weekly 
collection,  322  houses  were  receiving  a fortnightly  collection  whilst 
only  47  houses,  because  of  their  isolated  locations,  were  without  a 
service.  Weekly  collection  was  also  made  from  some  250  schools, 
shops,  hospitals  and  similar  premises. 

Special  collections  were  arranged  to  dispose  of  unwanted  furniture 
and  other  bulky  items  and  the  collection  of  litter  from  highways  was 
made  as  necessary. 

The  97  litter  bins  erected  in  appropriate  parts  of  the  district  were 
emptied  weekly. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

Up  to  1st  April  a charge  was  made  for  treatments  carried  out  at 
dwelling  houses  with  a rateable  value  exceeding  £80.  It  was  decided 
that  after  that  date  all  infestations  at  dwelling  houses  should  be 
treated  without  direct  charge,  but  that  appropriate  charges  would 
be  made  in  respect  of  non-domestic  properties. 

The  two  rodent  operators  who  are  employed  full  time  made  2,808 
visits  to  869  premises.  Infestations  were  found  at  593  premises  and 
569  of  these  were  treated  by  the  Council. 

All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  and  other 
properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  inspected  and  treated  as 
necessary. 


FACTORIES 

There  are  61  factories  within  the  District,  of  which  57  are  power 
factories  and  4 non-power.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and 
these  showed  that  conditions  were  generally  satisfactory. 

One  out-worker  was  employed  in  the  District  in  satisfactory 
premises.
